The  Cowboys, 
however,  weren’t  thinking  of  pol- 
ite courtesies  as  they  hogtied  the 
undermanned  Cats  and  branded 
them  with  a 31-11  loss,  foiling 
the  Cougar  effort  to  break  back 
into  the  win  column  in  WAC  sta- 
tistics. 

Wyoming’s  junior  quarterback, 
Tom  Wilkinson,  passed  only 
oecassionally,  but  with  pinpoint 
accuracy,  to  lead  the  Cowboy 
romp.  A crowd  of  12,906  saw  him 
throw  touchdown  passes  of  52 
and  53  yards  and  gallop  16  yards 
for  a third  score. 

THE  PLAY  WASN’T  all  one- 
sided however  as  the  Cat’s  John 
Ogden  refused  to  give  in  as  he 
piled  up  143  yards  rushing  in  34 
carries  to  take  over  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  rushing  lead. 
His  34  carries  Saturday  broke  the 
school  record  of  32  set  by  Eldon 
Fortie  in  1962  and  the  conference 
record  of  33  set  by  New  Mexico’s 
Joe  Harris  against  Arizona  this 
year, 

The  ‘Pokes  were  stopped  cold 
by  the  Cougars*ih  the  early  min- 
utes and  it  wasn’t  until  they  got 
a break  on  a bad  pass  from  cen 
ter  to  Cougar  punter  Barry  Cor- 
chnoy  that  they  showed  any  life.
